He was a Past Deputy of the N.H. State Grange and Past 
Master of Kearsarge Grange #87 and had held many offices in the Subordinate 
and Pomona Granges. 


He was a Charter Member of the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department, was 
Deputy Forest Fire Warden for 7 years and Town Forest Fire Warden for 13 
years. 


During World War II he was a Civil Defense Warden serving as an airplane 
spotter. 


He was President of the Wilmot Old Home Day Association from 1947 to 1973 
and a Charter Member of the Wilmot Historical Society.

WILMOT TOWN MEETING 
March 9, 1982 
7:00 P.M. 


ARTICLE 1: 208 Ballots cast out of 438 registered voters. 

The motion was made by Earle Chandler that the polls be closed at 
6:00 P.M. 

The motion was seconded and so declared. 


ARTICLE 2: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to raise 
$175,953.00 to cover Town expenses for the ensuing year, with any and 
all income to be applied against this amount. 
The following amendments to article 2 were made by Earle Chandler 
and carried: 
To increase election and registration expenses from $500.00 to 
$800.00; 
To increase the Police Department from $7,000.00 to $8,000.00. 
Motion made by Mildred Howard as follows: “I move to amend article 2 
in the following manner, under the category of Health Department - am- 
bulance, by adding $2300.00 for ambulance serving the Town of Wilmot” 
- this was defeated. 
The amended article was to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$177,253.00. The motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 3: The motion was made by Richard Bacon to see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes and to negotiate the extension or renewal of the notes securing 
such loans when it is necessary. The motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 4: The motion was made by Alice Chandler to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,414.00 for the Kearsarge 
Visiting Nurse Association. The motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 5: The motion was made by Keith Fleury to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,500.00, for the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. The motion was seconded and carried. 
ARTICLE 6: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 for the New Lon- 
don Hospital. The motion was seconded and carried. 

ARTICLE 7: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or equipment 
deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; the sale of highway material or 
equipment to be made with the approval of the Road Agent. The motion 
was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 8: The motion was made by John Madden to see if the Town 
will vote to be a member of the regional planning commission, organized 
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and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council and to appropriate 
the sum of $544.00 as the Town’s share of the annual operating expenses 
of the regional planning commission to be used in conjunction with other 
state and federal funds available for planning purposes. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 9: The motion was made by Robert Tawney to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $800.00 for the continuation 
of services to the low income residents of Wilmot through the Kearsarge 
Valley Area Center of the Community Action Program, Belknap- 
Merrimack Counties, Inc. The motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 10: The motion was made by Carol McDonald to see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to help in the 
establishment of the Wilmot Learning Place, a non-profit organization 
for the preparation and adjustment of our four and five year old children 
towards their advancement into their formal education, as petitioned by 
Betty Sue Robie and others. After much discussion, the following 
amendment was made by Earle Chandler to article 10: “That no out of 
town child be taken into the Wilmot Learning Place without paying full 
tuition; i.e. they will not be subsidized by this Town”. The motion was 
seconded and carried with a hand vote showing 57 Yes, 32 No. 
Article 10 as amended was then moved, seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 11: The motion was made by Robert Tawney to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a contract to use 
a computer to record all taxable property and issue tax bills for same. 
RSA 8-C-11. The motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 12: The motion was made by Robert Tawney to see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to institute semi-annual tax 
collection starting with the 1983 tax year. It was suggested that if this 
could be instituted in time for this year that it be done. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 13: The motion was made by Richard Bacon to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $199.00 for member- 
ship in the Lake Sunapee Association. The motion was seconded and car- 
ried. 


ARTICLE 14: The motion was made by John Herrington to accept Arti- 
cle 14 and the motion was seconded. It was opened for discussion. After 
much discussion, a motion was made by Robert Minard to close the 
debate on this particular article. The motion was seconded and carried. 
Attention was then returned to the original motion made, which was to 
see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a con- 
tract with the Town of Sutton to handle the solid waste of the Town, 
with paper, metal, and glass sorting as mandatory. This had been 
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~ seconded, and was carried. The Selectmen were instructed by the 
Town’s people, if possible, to enter into an agreement with Sutton, pro- 
viding the Town of Sutton votes to accept us, and the Selectmen will do 
this. 


ARTICLE 15: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to indefinitely 
postpone the consideration of Article 15 as he has illustrated that the 
amount of $16,940.00 has already been raised in the budget for this pur- 
pose previously, and we do not need this. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


ARTICLE 16: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to indefinitely 
postpone the consideration of Article 16 which reads to see if the Town 
will vote to authorize the Selectmen to employ a full-time Chief of Police. 
The motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 17: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate and authorize withdrawal from Federal 
Revenue Sharing Funds for the purchase of the following items: Copier 
at the sum of $1,600.00, and a Sander for town truck at the sum of 
$6,500.00. The motion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 18: The motion was made by Earle Chandler to see if the 
Town will vote to appropriate and authorize withdrawal of $11,399.36 
from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds for bridge construction. The mo- 
tion was seconded and carried. 


ARTICLE 19: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. Peter Allen commended May Jones for her ex- 
cellent service while she was in office as Chief of Police. She had a stand- 
ing ovation. 

Earle Chandler commended the Dump Committee on the fine job they 
have done; the committee consists of John Herrington, Betsy Forsham, 
and Norman Niles. They were given a standing ovation. 

John Rayno requested that the figures be larger in the Town Report so 
that they would be easier to read. 

Clayton Nowell recommended a vote of thanks to the Road Agent for a 
job very well done. He was given a standing ovation. 

Motion was made by Robert Minard to adjourn the meeting; this was 
seconded and carried.

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THE WILMOT LEARNING PLACE 


The primary function of The Wilmot Learning Place is to provide a quality pre- 
school educational experience to the children of Wilmot. 


The main objective of the school is to provide experiences and opportunities 
which will develop positive attitudes toward learning and encourage growth. 


Through our program we are aiming to guide the child in developing socially, 
physically and academically. Socially we aim to help the child learn to share, get 
along with his peers and adults, work in groups (large and small), listen to others, 
cooperate with others, and to follow directions. We aim to help the child to “come 
into his own,” to feel a sense of pride in himself, and to develop self-confidence in 
themselves. 


Physically we are aiming to help the child in developing both gross motor skills 
and fine motor skills. Gross motor skills; hopping, skipping, balance, jumping, are 
developed through free play as well as organized games. Fine motor skills, which 
are needed for cutting, coloring, copying, writing are developed through various 
activities. Fine motor coordination depends on a child’s own development, 
however, we attempt to create an environment which will help to foster this 
development. We provide clay to work muscles of the fingers, we show a child 
how to cut with scissors and we allow for plenty of practice with fun coloring and 
arts and crafts activities. 


Academically we are preparing the children for reading, writing and 
arithmetic. We teach the children to recognize and print their own names and the 
letters of the alphabet. We help the children to recognize the letter sounds. We 
are teaching the children how to count to ten (and higher), to recognize the 
numerals, and to know what they mean. “Ten” means something—a specific 
amount of cookies or people. The children learn to recognize shapes, colors, and 
sizes through hands on activities. 


We also have other objectives within the program. We aim to develop a greater 
awareness of self both physically and emotionally. The children learn about their 
bodies and what is good for them. They take a look at their emotions . . . for ex- 
ample, “Why am I mad at Johnny?” and they learn to deal with their emotions. 
Then with lots of praise children develop a sense of pride and accomplishment in 
their work and their behavior. They develop a greater sense of the community 
through visits and field trips within the community. Visits have been made to a 
local farm, the local fire station and weekly visits to the public library. 

We are attempting to offer the children of Wilmot a variety of experiences 
which will help make the entrance to first grade smoother and more 
pleasant ...a “Happy Experience.”

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Wilmot Public Library is beginning to show its new look. 
Throughout the year there has been an on-going project of improvement 
and rearrangement in order to make the library a more pleasant and 
useful place to be. Insulation has been placed above and below the main 
room; new lighting fixtures and outlets have been installed; a well was 
dug so that we can have permanent bathroom facilities; new bookshelves 
have been built; and two ceiling fans will be installed soon to circulate 
the heat in the room. We have purchased a single-copy photocopier for 
public use (ten cents per copy), an additional typewriter and a record- 
cassette player. The front of the building was painted and the entrance 
hallway spruced up. All of these things were made possible by the in- 
terest money received from our trust fund. This past year interest rates 
were very high and we profited by that. In the future, our income from 
this trust fund will be much less. The town appropriation money is used 
for fuel oil, electricity, telephone, librarian’s salary and the purchase of 
books. 

During the year 345 books were catalogued and added to the library 
collection. 125 books were purchased at an average cost of $7.25 each. 
220 books were donations to the brary and include a very handsome set 
of art history books. 

Activities of the past year included several share-a-book nights which 
are always well received; a talk by Gladys Hasty Carroll (cosponsored by 
the Wilmot Historical Society); two programs of children’s films; and 
cooperation with the Community Association Beach Program and the 
Learning Place to provide books for the children on a regular basis. 

The library trustees, once again, thank MaryJane Schoeler, librarian 
for her dedication and all the library volunteers who give so dependably 
of their time and effort: Velma Champion, Arlene French, Clara 
Langley, Florence Langley, Betty Nicoll, MaryJane Ogmunson, Helen 
White, and Fran Wilcox. Without their help we would be hardpressed to 
keep up with the work of the library. We extend a cordial invitation to 
everyone, and especially to newcomers in town, to join us at the library. 
It’s a great place to spend an hour or two.
